HASTEN DOOM OF 
TWO-CENT PAPER 
—w» — 
a 
NEW YORK, Dec. 5.— Alarm over 
the scarcity of news print paper and 
its increasing cost has brought about 
a nation-wide movement among pub­ 
lishers to take steps to meet the 
situation. 
The standard contract price for 
print stock during the early months 
of 1920 will be so high that the 
white paper alone in a single copy 
of usual size will cost two and one- 
half cents. This figure does not take! 
into consideration any of the other 
mechanical costs, such as printing 
and distributing. 
Publishers hold that it is mani­ 
festly impossible to sell two and a 
half cents worth of white paper for 


two cents and live. Early increases 
to two and three cents daily and ten

Sunday are 
urged 
by

American Newspaper Publishers’ As­ 
sociation which has its headquarters 
here. 
An increase in price would remedy 
only one phase of the trouble, it is 
held. The scarcity of stock, and the, 
greatly increased costs of production 
in all departments will require in-!

Ushers at a recent meeting, decided J 


that as at matter of necessity they 
would be forced to charge more, and 
suggest the use of less space to ad­ 
vertisers. Thus for the same revenue 
they could print smaller papers, and 
conserve the supply. 
The situation has become so grave 
that big and little newspapers &re 
working together to make the stock 
of paper go around. It has become 
a common m atter for a publisher 
not to know whether he would have 
paper for next week's use.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The an­ 
nual report of the Interstate Com­ 
merce 
Commission, 
submitted 
to 
congress 
today, is 
comparatively 
brief and makes few recommenda­ 
tions. 
Federal control of railways during 
the last year, having taken over 
many functions of the commission, 
the report renews mainly recommen­ 
dations made in previous years. 
It is recommended that the power 
to award reparation for unreason­ 
able or unlawful charges be placed 
wholly in the courts; that the pow­ 
ers of the commission be extended 
to holding corporations as well as 
those which actually operate trans­ 
portation lines, and that railroad 
operating rules be standardized. 
The commission reports again that 
in many cases its work has been 
obstructed because necessary records 
and data could only be obtained 
from holding companies. 
From its investigations of train 
accidents the commission’s investi­ 
gators concluded that the failure of 
engineers to obey signals and failure 
to provide adequate flag protection 
for trains continued to be the prin­ 
cipal causes of collisions. The use 
of automatic train control was again 
recommended. 
The investigators also found, the 
report says, that there was room 
for much improvement In the air 
brake equipment of trains.
